“ He doesn’t ev en giv e his own pump-priming a chance to 
work because he is always nagging at business.

“ Part of his administration, at least, believ es that the capital­ 
istic system has outgrown its historic use and that gov ernment 
has to take ov er and replace it.

Mussolini And Stalin 


IT IS NONSENSE 


OR once John Hamilton gets the orchid. When 
.7 
he said at the close of the meeting of the 
rep ublican national executive committee in W ash­ 
ington Thursday that “ a lot of people believe in a 
.shorter campaign, and look upon the 6-months 
drag between the election and the conventions as 
just plain dam n nonsense” he was expressing 
him self with adm irable restraint. 


But its more than a drag for the public; it’s 
a pain in the neck . 
With the facilities today for full and complete 
discussion of issues that those who vote may be 
inform ed, there is no solid reason why every four 
years, the m ajor p art of the twelve-m onths period 
should be filled with controversy, inflam m atory 
and disrupted. 
But Brother Ham ilton’s strategy to delay the 
republican national convention until the democrats 
have met, have selected a candidate and have 
adopted a platform, suggests nothing of practical 
value. Campaigns generally are not determ ined by 
those factors. 


It so happened in 19 36 that the republicans met 
early in June ahead of the democrats, and the 
promise of the farm ing regions for an abundant 
harvest was bright. The agricultural plank adopted 
at Cleveland condemned in vigorous language the 
philosophy of scarcity in production and advocated 
the 
doctrine 
of 
abundance. 
Then 
blistering 
tem p eratures and a lack of rainfall p ut in their 
ap p earance late in June, w ith the result that even 
before Governor Landon delivered his acceptance 
address, other forces than political p arties had 
decieed farm scarcity in production. 
If it were 
pu’sible to tak e in all the uncom putable factors 
which affect people, the job of drafting a platform 
would be a sim ple task . But generally platform s 
are w ritten to be read by members of the com­ 
m ittee to conventions which never listen to them, 
and to be ignored by the public. 


Sk ating For The Sk aters 


■j^ARK SUPERINTENDENT CHET ACER has 
been doing his bit. Since last Friday he has 
been pum ping w ater into the newly constructed 
Oak creek lak e in northw est Lincoln, which will 
serve the joint purpose of providing ice for Lin­ 
coln sk aters in the w inter time, and boating during 
the summ er. 
But Mr. Ager can’t do it alone. While it will 
tak e week s to fill the lak e to capacity—it now covers 
nearly 35 acres—and in the deepest p arts will 
reach a depth of six feet—still enough w ater has 
been turned in to provide the youngsters and old­ 
sters w ith better sk ating facilities than they have 
had in years. Now it is up to the w eather man. 
The im provem ent that has been made in the 
Oak creek lak e is one deserving of the closest 
attention. 
Immense quantities of dirt have been 
excavated, and portions of the unsightly dump 
bordering upon it have been covered. The w ater 
which is being turned in, draw n from the nearby 
creek , first enters a settling basin to remove the 
silt, and to guard against the basin filling. When 
completed a road will extend around the largest 
body of w ater in this section, and it is anticipated 
that in the sum m er m onths ahead thousands of 
people in Lincoln and neighboring communities will 
enjoy the development. 


Price 01 The Black outs 


IGURES m ade public by the British governm ent 
indicate that the black out ordered as p re­ 
cautionary 
defense 
against 
air raid 
has 
been 
respcaisible for the loss of more lives than was 
suffered in both sp irited sea and air fighting. 
In twelve week s nearly three thousand people 
in Britain have been k illed as a result of accidents 
on dark ened highways, while the aggregate loss of 
life in the air and on the sea was 2,141. Which, 
indicates that under m odern conditions of w ar­ 
fare, civilian populations are affected m ore vitally 
than some of the actual fighting units.

*‘/ ~ \ N THAT score, there is something to be said 
for Mr. Dewey,” a contem porary declared 
in com menting upcm the address given by the young 
prosecuting attorney before a Minneapolis audience 
in opening his campaign for the presidency. “He 
has youth and energy on his side, and an ap titude 
for rack et-busting. A k nowledge of how to smash 
rack eteering, in industry as well as in politics, 
w ill be an im p ortant asset for the next p resident.”

ECONDARY only to the European w ar, obvi­ 


ously closely related to it is this diplom atic 


duel between Benito Mussolini and Joseph Stalin. 


The stak es are huge. In recent w'eek s it has been 


said that from out of the European mess Stalin 


w'ould em erge the ultim ate winner, w ith the m ajor 


p art of the spoils firm ly in his grip. There is less 


of that feeling now, and to a large degree the firm ­ 


ness revealed by Mussolini in an uncom prom ising 


opposition to the extension of soviet influence in 


Europe is responsible. 


Of the three men—Mussolini, H itler and Stalin 


—Mussolini has rem ained in power in his country, 


w ith an ap p arent obdurate force at all times. Since 


19 22, a stretch of seventeen years, when at the 


age of 39 , he headed the m arch on Rome, and 


the governm ent cap itulated by recognition of the 


fascist movement, w ith the com pletion of the dic­ 


tatorship in 19 28, it has never been necessary for 


Mussolini to re.sort to drastic action or to violence 


in the suppression of discordant elem ents among 
his own people. 


Which, when it is recalled that the Italian^ 
w ere liberty-loving people, constitutes a rem ark ­ 
able record. 
In direct contrast are the bloody 
m ethods employed both by Stalin and by H itler to 
ride ruthlessly over elem ents among their people 
who were not sym p athetic tow ard the existing 
government.

W 
HAT interp retation shall be placed upon the 
highly im p ortant announcem ent given out 
following the assembly of the fascist grand coun­ 
cil in Rome Thursday m ust depend entirely upon 
future developments. There was the reaffirm ation 
of Italy’s m ilitary alliance w ith nazi Germ any. 
There was a w arning to the British and the 
French in the imposition of the block ade not to 
interfere w ith neutral commerce. 
There was an 
even m ore pointed allusion to Russia against an 
attem p ted expansion into the Balk ans. 
Which, 
when added up, simply means that the wind blew 
from all directions. 


The 
one 
exception 
to 
be 
noted 
was 
the 
unm istak able tone of the exp ressed opposition to 
Stalin, 
It was there impressively, w ith fascism 
com mitted to a policy of hostility to the extension 
of soviet influence w est or south. 
This is no sup erficial enm ity between Rus­ 
sian communism and Italian fascism. Its roots go 
deep; so deep, in fact, that easily it could prove 
the turning point of the p resent war. 
The Russian arm y, so widely heralded for its 
unlim ited and inexhaustible man power, and for 
its air force, among other steps in its m oderniza­ 
tion, yet faces its test. Its adventure in Finland 
in these opening days has not added to its prestige, 
although its progress is to be expected, and its 
ultim ate success to be anticipated. Still there m ust 
be some foundation for constant references to the 
lack of equip m ent of the invading forces. Notorious 
inefficiency in training and equipping Russia’s sol­ 
diers has strip p ed that nation of its p otential m ili­ 
tary strength for m any years. It lost the Jap anese 
w ar through lack of equip m ent and through ill- 
trained arm ies. It failed to carry out its assign­ 
m ent in the World w ar for the same reason. 


the tim e being all that can be said is that 
Mus.solini has played as cagey a game since 
last Septem ber as any of the European dictators. 
The man has patience. He can afford to wait. He 
understands his p>eople, which exp lains why he 
continues in power year after year w ithout the 
necessity of harsh and repressive, m easures. Now 
all that he needs to do is to p erm it both Stalin 
and H itler to m ak e their own m istak es. 
Stalin, 
who stood to win so m uch only six week s ago, 
suddenly has focu.ssed eyes upon Russia, and in 
his attack on Finland has m ade nations inclined 
to look upon the soviet regim e w ith a m ixture of 
am usem ent 
and 
tolerance, 
fighting 
mad. 
The 
Stalin shadow over Europe if it grows will develop 
out of the exhaustion of the peoples and not 
through any act of Stalin himself.

TUBERCULOSIS IS ON THE RUN; 
CAMPAIGN MUST BE ENCOURAGED 
We are in the season when the 
C hristm as seals of the National 
Tuberculosis Association are dis­ 
tributed, and this column heartily 
recom m ends that everyone, who 
can possibly afford it, buy a page 
of them and use them. The money 
so accum ulated by this association 
is well spent, and the advertising 
which you give to the m ovem ent 
by placing a seal on the back of 
your C hristm as mail will spread 
interest in the great campaign. 
We have tuberculosis on the 
run. That is the reason why this 
cam paign 
m ust 
be 
encouraged. 
There has been a consistent de­ 
cline 
in 
the 
death 
rate 
from 
tuberculosis in the United States 
from nearly 200 per 100,000 p op­ 
ulation in 19 00 to about 50 for 
19 38. W hile this is gratifying, the 
statem ent does not p icture the 
true situation. The round num bers 
tell us nothing about the special 
problem s yet to be solved before 
the fight against tuberculosis can 
be declared won. 
Your seals pay only for certain 
w ork done by your local tuber­ 
culosis society. Besides this w'ork , 
the national governm ent and state 
and 
county 
governm ents 
a r e 
spending a great deal of tim e and 
thought on tuberculosis control. 
Contact Cases. 
A national health p rogram was 
prescented at the N ational H ealth 
Conference in W ashington, July, 
19 38. The section on tuberculosis 
recom m ended case finding, esp e­ 
cially by x-ray exam ination of 
contacts of k nown cases, isolation 
and treatm ent of persons w ith ac­ 
tive disease, and periodic exam ­ 
ination of those with latent or 
quiescent disease. 
This sum m arizes the objectives 
of the p resent cam paign against 
tuberculosis. In plain language it 
m eans that we now V lieve that 
most 
cases 
of 
tuberculosis 
in 
hum ans are acquired by contact 
w ith other hum ans. We also be­ 


lieve that the quick est and surest 
way of m ak ing a diagnosis in an 
adult is by an x-ray p late of the 
chest. Therefore, when a k nown 
case is found, it is logical to ex­ 
am ine all the m em bers of the 
fam ily and other contacts by x-ray 
in order to spot others. 
Following this, the logical step 
is to segregate in hospitals or 
sanatoria those who have open or 
contagious tuberculosis. 
It is estim ated that about 40,000 
m ore beds for tuberculosis na- 
tients are needed in the United 
States. 
Case finding in school children 
has been in op eration since 19 24. 
The school program suffers from 
failure to secure p arental consent 
for the investigation of more than 
50 to 60 p ercent of the children. 
The advantages of the findings of 
tuberculosis in school children are 
tw ofold—to the affected child and 
to the com munity. Yet, these ad ­ 
vantages are fully realized only 
w hen the investigation includes 
both children and fam ily .contacts. 


Q l’ESTION: “Is It definitely k nown what 
causes people to grit their teeth in their 
sleep? I have a friend who has done this 
annoying thing since childhood. Recently 
I read that gritting of teeth is in some 
cases one form of epilepsy which replaces 
the more usual falling-down procedure of 
the epileptic.” 
ANSWER: G ritting teeth is usually due 
to a habit and probably prominence of 
one tooth. It cannot be said that gritting 
the teeth is a nocturnal form of epilepsy.

who is 75 
years of age. Isl suffering from gallstones. 
She does not want 
an operation. I have 
been told that sodium phosphate will ease 
her pains and help her a little. Kindly 
let me k now.” 
ANSWER: I think your mother Is very 
wise not to want an operation at the age 
of 75. It Is very lik ely that with the use 
of sodium phosphate she will be able to 
live a long time in comfort. It should be 
tak en in solution In the morning, before 
break fast. 
QI’EbTION: “Would you please pul%t.sh 
whether or not hay fever is contagious?” 
ANSWER: No.

L ittle has been said of the un­ 
usual character of that w estern 


m igration responsible for the his­ 


toric overland trails of the plains, 
which, w ith few 
e xc e p t i on s , 


touched N ebrask a soil for short or 


for considerable distances. In the 


tw enty years these trails echoed 


to the song and laughter, or the 
sorrow and hardship s of the em i­ 
grants. They revealed more of the 
daring, adventuresom e sp irit than 
any other era of m igration and 
colonization on this, and, perhaps, 
on any other continent. For each 
p arty of em igrants, bidding fare­ 
w ell to the older country, and to 
their form er homes, was strictly 
on its own in a journey requir­ 
ing at a m inim um seven months 
before 
the 
journey’s 
end 
was 
reached.

No Complete Record 
There is, for exam ple, no accu­ 
rate, available inform ation in ex­ 
istence of the num ber who under­ 
took to reach the northw est, or 
other points beyond the m ountains 
by following the Oregon trail. One 
of the m ost p ainstak ing efforts of 
research w as 
m ade 
by 
Robert 
Harvey, and he quotes from the 
Daily M issouri Republican of May 
2, 1849 , to this effect: “The roads 
in every direction w ere lined w’ith 
wagons from the low er counties 
of M issouri, Iowa, Wisconsin, and 
Michigan. On May 28 and the fol­ 
lowing day—3,739 wagons passed 
Fort K eam y, besides a num ber of 
pack 
trains, 
altogether 
nearly 
15.000 persons. On June 21, 9 ,9 72 
men, 9 5 women, 76 children, 2,79 7 
wagons, 9 ,820 horses, 31,126 mules, 
2,304 oxen had passed Fort L ara­ 
m ie.” They were swallowed up in 
the low -hanging dust of the trails, 
and the sk ies w hich came down 
to m eet a never-ending expanse 
of w ilderness.

On the Increase 
Each of the im m ediate years 
saw an increase in the m igration. 
On June 5, 1850, the Fort Laram ie 
register 
disclosed 
3,436 
wagons 
and 12,270 men moving into the 
West. The cruelties of the trail 
were set forth in the rep orted 
incident of the discovery of a 
12-year-old boy, who had been set 
adrift to shift for him self w ith but 
five biscuits and a small bundle 
of clothing. Slightly more than a 
m onth later, the Fort Laram ie 
register disclosed travel over the 
Oregon trail which calls for im ag­ 
ination to ap p reciate. Strung along

mules, and 31,502 oxen. Moving 
into the W est w ere 37,507 men, 
825 women, and 1,126 children.

More of Perm anence 
Two years later, the registries 
reflected a m ore p erm anent char­ 
acter in the typ e of em igrant fol­ 
lowing the trail. Up to May 24, 
1852, it is said, 2,654 wagons had 
passed Fort K eam y, transp orting 
8,174 men, 1,286 women, and 1,776 
children. There were over 25,000 
oxen and cows, and for the first 
tim e a herd of 500 sheep appeared. 
A year later in June, with no 
dim inishm ent in the num bers of | 
people, it was recorded the cara-

vans passing Fort K eam y w e re :

Huge Amounts of Freight 
In k eeping w ith this extraordi­ 
nary influx of people into new 
and unsettled country, transp orta­ 
tion

equally impressive. At Nebrask a 
City in 1865 it was rep orted ship ­ 
m ents leaving that point am ount­ 
ed to S lVi million pounds, and to 
move it 7,635 wagons w ere re­ 
quired, draw n by more than 50,000 
oxen, and furnishing employment 
for 8,835 men.

Each Man for Himself 
At the beginning of travel over 
these 
overland 
routes, 
it 
was 
largely a case of each man for 
himself. He had his own equip ­ 
ment to prepare, equip m ent which 
had to be durable enough to stand 
the pounding travel over rough 
country for a distance of hundreds 
of miles, along which there were 
few points where he could expect 
to p rocure new p arts and repairs 
for his wagon. He had to assure 
him self of a supply of provisions 
adequate to last him for months.

Little Realized Perils 
So many of the thousands of 
em igrants who followed the Over­ 


land trail had no k nowledge of

gayly, m inim izing the danger in 


hostile country, shrugging w hen­ 


ever reference was m ade to p hys­ 


ical hardship s which lay ahead.

panions. Thousands died, and were 
buried in shallow graves, w ithout 
benefit of services, and with but 
few exceptions their graves un­ 
m ark ed.

M arauding Indians 
Along the entire length of the 
Oregon trail there are rem inders 
of the bitter resentm ent which 
culm inated in the Indian raids. In 
Nuck olls county it passed the old 
Comstock ranch which was de­ 
stroyed during an uprising. Only 
a short distance beyond was the 
old Roper ranch, which lik ewise 
was wiped out in an Indian raid, 
and nearly all of the m em bers of 
the fam ily w ere k illed, Mrs. Roper 
herself tak en captive. Just beyond 
that was w hat was k nown as the 
Little Blue stage station, and it 
was snuffed out in an Indian raid. 
At that p oint one of the num erous 
freight trains following the trail 
was destroyed by the Indians, and 
for years the w reck age was left 
undisturbed. Still further to the 


w est the Liberty farm ranch « n* 
perienced a sim ilar fate.

Poisoned Well 


The savageness of that struggle 
betw een the em igrants and roving 
Indian bands was p reserved in a 
lone grave 
o n which the m ark er 
indicates Mrs. S. O. Hail, a native 
M issourian, 
a c c om p a nyi ng her 
husband west m June of 1852, 
was buried. Tlie tradition associ­ 
ated w ith the young couple was 
that both drank w ater from 
a well 
which had been poisoned by tlie 
Indians, and Mrs. Hail was tak en 
so violently ill that her death fol­ 
lowed w ithin a few hours.

The First Plum Creek 
Elast of the crossing of Plum 
Creek on the Oregon trail is the 
burial place of the eleven victims 
of a massacre w'hich took place in 
1864. Three years later the Union 
Pacific had pushed its rails acro.ss 
the valley and there took place 
that battle between the Indians 
and the whites so well k nown to 
Nebrask a. But the eleven victims 
of the Indian raid of 1864 were 
traveling by wagon, and among 
them was Mrs. W illiam Fry, a 
young woman who had just passed 
her tw enty-fourth birthday. Both 
.she and her husband fell that day 
along W’ith nine other young pio­ 
neers who constituted the small 
p arty w'hich was ruthlcs.sly exter­ 
m inated. That was so frequently 
the ca.se. These thousands w'cre 
young, for the most part, starting 
life, starting it with high hopes, 
little realizing that the overland 
joum ey to which they had com­ 
m itted them selves called for un­ 
usual qualities of physical endur­ 
ance, and, in the ca.se of Indian 
dangers, the guiding hand of good 
fortune.
